1. He has broken his solemn pledge not to be 
again a candidate, and therefore no reliance can 
be placed upon any pledges or promises he may 
take to govern his future conduct. 

2. He is advocatfhg the abandonment of our 
established form of government—a representative 
democracy—and the substitution of a direct form 
of government—a mobocracy. 

8. His nomination would violate an estab- 
lished precedent and tradition against a third 
term, which his present candidacy confirms, as a 
chesk on unscrupulous ambition. 

4. The cost of living constantly increased dur- 
ing his two previous administrations. 

5. There was no corresponding increase ir 
wages during his two terms as President. 

6. He recommended no tariff legislation in all 
the time he wea President to reduce the cost of 
living. 

7. He has been the most expensive and ex- 
travagant President the United States has ever 
had. 

8. His elective term from 1905 to 1909 cost the 
people of the United States $3,522,982,846.97, twice 
as much as the combined administrations of 
Wasniugton, Adams, Jefferson, Madison, Monroe, 
Jchn Quincy Adama, Van Buren, Harrison, Tyler, 
Polk, Taylor, Fillmore, Pierce and Buchanan. 

®. His two administrations were unparalleled 
for extravagance, costing approximately $7,740,- 
000,000, more than double the appropriation for 
the four years of the Civil War. 

10. He has announced no plan nor declared 
any intention to reduce the cost of living or to 
reduce taxation, or to reduce the extravagant ex- 
penditures of government, or to do anything that 
will materially benefit the people as individuals

11. Upon the most vital question affecting the 
high cost of living—the tariff—he has no definite 
opinion and never had. No utterance of his com- 
mits him to any concrete tariff policy or plan.

14. There was not a single criminal prosecu- 
tion by the Government of any individual of- 
fender against the Sherman law while he was 
President, despite his continued denunciation of 
“‘malefactors of erbat wealth.” 

15. He refused to prosecute the Sugar Trust, 
although George H. Earle tendered him ample 
evidence to obtain a conviction. 

16. He forbade the prosecution of the Har- 
véster Trust, of which his present chief financial 
political backer, George W. Perkins, was the or- 
ganizer and is a ‘director. 

17. During his administrations the Beef Trust 
was perfected with a capital of $200,000,000 and 
an advance in prices of 30 per cent 

18. His prosecution of the Beef Trust was 
abortive. At the final trial it was found that the 
most damaging evidence against it was barred by 
the statute of limitations. 

19. He personally licensed the United States 
Steel Corporation, a billion-dollar trust, to ab- 
sorb its chief competitor, the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Co., a $100,000,000 corporation, which was 
accomplished by the payment of only $632,655 in 
eash, giving to the Morgan interests, which he 
described as “so friendly to us,” ‘a practical 
monopoly of the iron and steel business of the 
country, the Morgan syndicate receiving for flota- 
tion service a stock rake-off of $130,000. 

20. Of $091,258,000 in dividends paid by the 
Standard Oil Co. in the 25 years immediately pre- 
ceding 1909 nearly one-half of it was paid while 
he wags President. 

21. While he was President the number of 
unlazwiai business combinations increased from 
149, with approximately $3,000,000,000 capital,. to 
10,000, with approximately $31,000,000,000 capital. 

22. He déclared that there would be no im- 
munity for any criminal who could be reached 
under the anti-trust law, but also declared that 
the anti-trust law could not be enforced. 

23. He created an army of special agents and 
spies, operating secretly at a cost estimated es 
high as $7,000,000 in one year. 

24. He denounced rebating (punishable by 
law) and refused to prosecute his persona) friend, 
Pau) Morton, after Morton hed admitted on the 
witness stand thet as an official of the A. T. & 
S. F. Railroad he had authorized rebates to be 
paid to the Colorado Fuel and Iron Oo. 

25. After promising and threatening to put re- 
baters in jail, he put Rebater Morton in his Cab- 
inet. 

26. According to Gov. Deneen of Illinois, he 
asked that executive not to prosecute EB. H. Har-

237. He denounces bosses, but accepted s nom- 
ination for Governor of New York from Boss 
Piatt and a nomination for Vice-President of the 
United States from Bosses Platt and Quay, Among 
his conspicuous supporters and lieutenants are 
Boss Ward of New York, Boss Lyon of Texas, 
Boss Brown of Ohio, Boss Flinn of Pennsylvania. 

28. According to the biographer of the late

He made no at- 
tempt to check it and in his two annual messages 
ignored the subject of insurance. 

48. He criticised Admiral Brownson’s act in 
resigning as chief of the Bureau of Navigation as 
“unseemly and improper,” while suppressing the 
Admiral’s official explanation.

52. He has attacked the honor ae capacity 
of nearly every Judge who refused to decide cases 
according to his wishes.

53. He dismissed three companies of the 
Twenty-fitth Infantry, colored, without proof of 
their guilt, and later sought to justify his arbi- 
trary action by an alleged confession, repudiated 
by the alleged confessor and obtained by a negro 
detective who could neither read nor write. 

54. He has time and again as chief executive 
insulted the other two co-ordinate branches of 
Government, the legislative and executive.

56. He caused the official] records in the Har- 
vester Trust to be taken from the files of the 
Government department and sequestered in the 
White House, refusing Congress all information 
concerning them. 

57. Exposed in an intrigue to influence the 
appointment of an American Cardinal, he broke 
a long-standing friendship with Bellamy Storer, 
forced him to resign as Ambassador to Austria 
and publicly humiliated Mrs. Storer. 

58. As an appeal to the Grand Army vote, he 
issued pension order No, 78, creating a service 
pension without authority of Congress, taking 
money from the public treasury without authority 
of law.

66. His efforts to centralize power in the Fed- 
jeral Government and to create a multiplicity of 
commissions and bureaus have tended toward 
Russianizing the Government. 

67. He has persistently appealed to the pas- 
sions of the mob and to class prejudice, inflam- 
ing the poor against the rich and the rich against 
the poor, 

68. He misrepresents the motives and views 
of Abraham Lincoln by constantly asserting that 
his own ‘motives and views are the same. The 
proof: Lincoln said, “No man is fit to govern 
another man without the latter’s consent.” In a 
speech at Cairo University, March 18, 1910, while 
the Egyptian people were holding a general as- 
sembly and pleading for a constitution, Roose- 
velt declared they were not fit for self-goverD- 
ment and urged them to submit unresistingly to 
British rule. Later he censured the British for 
not exercising a more aggressive policy in Egypt. 
saying, “Weaknéss and sentimentality are more 
harmful to an uncivilized people than violence 
and injustice.” | 

69. Before his ambition and lust for power 
had become an obsession, he wrote the follow- 
ing, which was published in the Review of Re- 
views, Sept. 1, 1896: “Furthermore, the Chicago 
convention attacked the Supreme Cou Again 
this represents a species of atavism—that.is, of 
recurrence to the ways of thought of remote 
barbarian ancestors. Savages do not like an in- 
dependent and upright judiciary. They want the 
Judge to decide their way, and, if he does not, 
they want to behead him.” He has since been 
flagrantly guilty of the atavism he condemned. 

70. He has indulged in derogatory criticism 
of many of his predecessors in the presidency, 
calling Jefferson “the most incapable executive 
who ever filled the President’s chair,” accusing 
Madison of “bringing shame and disgrace to 


the Monroe doctrine, as a “triumph of imbecility 
to the last,” denounced Jackson as “ignorant,” 
attributed Van Buren’s success to his “moral 
shortcomings,” referred contemyptuously to Har- 
rison, Taylor, Fillmore, Buchanan and Polk as 
“small Presidents” and Pierce ag a ‘“‘small politi- 
cian of low capacity_and mean surround’ngs.” 

71. He characterized Congressmen as “cattle” 
in a speech before the Syracuse Chamber of Com- 
merce in 1899. 

72. His attitude toward the real bosses of the 
Republican party was exposed in the following 
telegram to the widow of Senator Quay at the 
time of Boss Quay’s death: “My loyal friend is 
dead.”

81. He has publicly applied the epithet of Har 
to 80 many reputable persons that it has become 
an international joke. 

82. He has rewarded newspaper men and an- 
thors who flattered and eulogized him with posi- 
tions in the consular service. 

83. He kept the business world in a state of 
terror, turmoil and uncertainty, for nearly eight 
years, and his re-election would revive that reign 
of terror. 


84. He has outraged the dignity of the presi- 
dential office, violated the amenities of official 
life and in public utterances has degraded the 
mother tongue of this country to the slang and 
vernacular of the prize ring and the gambling 
house, 

85. He is utterly lacking in the executive 
temperament and the calm, cool, exact judgment 
necessary in a safe chief executive. 

86. He abused the power of the presidency by 
forcing Taft upen an unwilling party as its can- 
didate in 1908, declaring, “If they don’t take Taft, 
they’ll get me,” notwithstanding his pledge not 
to be a candidate.

93. The principal contributors to his present 
campaign fund are George W. Perkins, organizer 
and a director of the Harvester Trust, who in 
1904, while an officer of the New York Life In- 
surance, “personally” contributed nearly $50,000 
to his campaign fund, reimbursing himself from/ 
the policy holders’ money, a transaction which 
Chief Judge Cullen of the Court of Appeals called 
larceny; Frank A. Munsey and Dan Hanna, large 
stockholders in the Steel Trust, the latter now 
under indictment for rebating. 

94. He was discredited and beatefi by his own 
party in his home State at the last election after 
he had forced his personal choice for Governor 
upon the convention, wrote the platform and 
made himself the issue of the campaign. 

95. He has oppoged Bryan and Debs as presi- 
dential candidates and is now running upon a 
platform the chief planks of which were stolen 
from the platforms of Bryan and Debs. 

96. He tells the farmer, the laborer and the 
salaried employes that he wishes them to have a 
larger share of the profits of protected industry, 
but he does not tell them how he proposes to 
bring it about. 

97. His excuse for being a candidate is that a 
crisis had been reachéd in this Government. In 
his “Life of Oliver Cromwell,” page 52, he says: 
“In great crises it may be necessary to overrun 
constitutions, to disregard statutes.” 

98. In view of his recent attacks upon the 
Constitution, the presidential oath of office to 
support and defend the Constitution would be 
meaningless in his case, to use no harsher term. 

99. He has himself announced as late as 1911 
that “(my) his nomination would be a calamity.” 

100. The lawless and revolutionary methods 
he is employing to gain another nomination show 
his willingness to wreck his party to further his 
personal ambition, and, together with his record, 
justify the fear that he would be as lawless as 
President as he is as a candidate.

As editors who are in opposition to Roosevelt say there is not much pub- 

lic indignation over the steam roller tactics of the committee, but supporters of the 
Colonel are so fiery that the suspicion that there may be a bolt grows stronger every

If Roosevelt Were Elected. 


“Theodore Roosevelt’s conduct as @ candidate 
foreshadows his conduct as President in case he 
should ever be re-elected,” says the New York 
World. “No student of American history can fail 
to be impressed by the startling parallel between 
the conduct of the Roosevelt men at Chicago and 
the conduct of the slavery men in the Demo- 
cratic convention of 1860. Just as slavery was 
the ‘peculiar institution’ of the Toombses and the 
Yanceys and the Butlers, so Roosevelt is the ‘pe- 
culiar institution’ of the Flinns and the Heneys 
and the Johnsons and the Stubbses. They display 
the same arrogance, the same lawlessness, the 
same bitterness, the same vindictiveness that the 
slavery politicians displayed 52 years ago on the 
eve of rebellion. They talked of their ‘rights’ in 
the same fashion that Mr. Roosevelt talks of his 
‘rights.’ 

“If Theodore Roosevelt were ever. elected

BIG OPPORTUNITIES YET 


Despite Magnitude of Industry It 
Hasn’t Reached Highest 
Stage. 





JEFFERSON CITY, June 15.—Accord- 
ing to the 1911 Red Book just issued by 
Austin W. Biggs, Commissioner of the 
State Bureau of Labor Statistics, Mis- 
sourl led every State in the Union in 


1910 in the value of the poultry output 
and easily maintained her proud posi- 
tion as “Poultry Queen of the Union.” 

The live and dressed poultry, eggs 
and feathers which were sent to market 
in the year in question were Worth $30,- 
766,257, while the estimated value of 
these commodities which were con- 
sumed locally was $19,200,000, or a total 


valuation for the State of $49,966,257. To- 


get a proper conception of the actual 
poultry.production of the State, it must 
be taken into account that before any 
shipments were made the many large 
cities of Missouri were first supplied, so 
that the estimated value of these prod- 
ucts consumed locally, which is placed 
at $19,200,000, Is very conservative and 
the actual production would, without 
doubt, exceed $50,000,000. 
Actual Shipment Figures, 

Taking only the actual shipment fig- 
ures, we find that there were 71,686,527 
pounds of live poultry shipped, valued 
at $7,168,652; 38,508,770 pounds of dressed 
poultry, worth $4,818,596; 101,447,505 dozen 
eggs valued at $18,260,551, and 1,296,144 
pounds of feathers, which were worth 
$518,458. 

Not counting the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dozen eggs: produted in the 
State and consumed at home we find 
that in the year mentioned the Mis- 
souri hen laid enough eggs which 
were shipped to market, to give ev- 
ery man, woman and child in the 
United States for the year under con- 
sideration nearly 14 eggs. 

With 30 dozen eggs to a case and 
400 cases to a car it would take 8454 
large freight cars to have hauled 
these eggs to market. These cars, if 
made into a single train, would ex- 
tend a distance of nearly 65 miles, 

Another basis of comparison shows 
that the value of the poultry prod- 
ucts of Missouri for 1910 exceeds 
the combined worth of the wheat 
crop of Iowa, Texas, New York, 
Michigan, Maryland, California and 
Colorado for the same year. 

Interesting Comparisons. 

Another comparison shows the Mis- 
sour! poultry products to be worth 
considerably more than the combined 
cotton crops of Louisiana, Tennessee, 
Florida and Virginia. 

Most astonishing of all compari- 
sons, however, is that which shows the 
value of the poultry, eggs and feath- 
erg of Missouri for 1910 to be great- 
er than all the gold and silver pro- 
duced the same year in Colorado, Cal- 
ifornia and Arizona. 

Even with this “gold mine” here 
at home the poultry business of the 
State hag not yet reached its full 
scientific stage, and every section of 
Missouri offers splendid opportunities 
to the poultry raiser, whether he be 
desirous of engaging in this fascin- 
ating and profitable occupation ex- 
clusively, or merely taking it up as 
a side line.

It is through the many years 
devotion to club life that my honors have ac- 
crued; and, of course, in some instances, as in 
the New York State Federation, I am so honored 
as a past executive. You see I am a woman 74 
years old. 


PROUD TO WEAR THE 
EMBLEMS OF HER CLUBS 
OAS wie I don't now pretend to keep up 


with all my clubs, I am only proud to 
wear their emblems. They stand for 
the awakening of woman in all directions. The 
awakening of woman, which was the greatest, 
most important advance marked by the: Nine- 
teenth century. Of the dawning of self-respect, 
the desire for self-improvement, the women's 
clubs are the outgrowth. They are also often the 
instigation of this great step in evolution. That 
the strides of woman's privileges have been rapid 
is well indicated by the 500,000 membership of ‘the 
Federation gained within the last 40 years.

“We are at a great disadvantage in ; always 266, 
having the large majority of the babies 
already sick when they are placed upon 
the milk. Even when there cannot be 
adequate follow-up work connected with 
each station, remarkable gains are 
noted. 

“But where there can be proper su- 
pervision over each baby coming into 
the station, with the nurse working into 
and out from the station, under the 
direction of the feeding clinics and the 
various physicians in the district, send- 
ing babies to the stations, to see that 
orders are properly carried out in the 
heme, and that babies are not dropped 
from the milk until time to wean, the 
results are very gratifying. 

Splendid Shewing of Babies Saved. 

“Where such supervision in connection 
with one station was exercised over 266 
babies during one year, there was a 
it death rate of only 4 per cent, while in 

this district the general death rate of 
children under 1 year was 20 per cent. 
It is reasonable to suppose that what 
was accomplished for the ‘Pure Milk 
babies’ at this one station could be at- 
tained at all stations if there was 4 
nurse provided for each station, or each 
nurse provided with one station only, 
rather than trying to cover s0 much 
ground.” 

And then, following this statement, the 
report presents tables showing the com- 
parison of 1911 with 1910 as to deaths of 
the little children of the poor in the ten- 
ement districts.

CHICAGG, June 15.—Its closing hours 
attended the scenes of tense partisan 
and personal feeling among its mem- 
bers, the Republican National Commit- 
tee concluded tonight the hearing of the 
contests involving 254 seats in the na- 
tional convention which is to assemble 
Tuesday, 

The sum of. the work is: 
19; Taft, 235. 

President Taft today received 62 dele- 
gates, Col. Roosevelt 6. 

All of Washington’s 14 went to the 
President, against the protests of Sen- 
ator Poindexter that ‘the country 
would judge the case.” 

Out of Texas he got 26 of the contested 
%, over the protests of Cecil A. Lyon, 
who declared “you may depose me now, 
but I will be back four years from now, 
when many of you will not.” 

In Virginia, where the issue was 
drawn between negro voters and the 
regular State organization, the President 
received the entire contested delegation 
of 20. In the District of Columbia he 
won two, Committeeman Sydney Bieber 
going to defeat with the Roosevelt dele- 
gation. 

The finish of the long contest hearings 
was marked by incidents more strongly 
indicative of the division between the 
Taft and Roosevelt forces than any in 
the preceding days. 

Lyon Warns of the Commune. 

Col, Lyon fought each of the Texas 
contest cases personally, and was de- 
feated in all but two of them. 

In the end, he was called on to fight 
a resolution for an investigation and 
reorganization of the whole structure of 
the Republican party in Texas. Pre 
sented by Thomas L. Devine of Color- 
ado, it proposed a subcommittee of 
three from the National Committee to 
attempt a change of the Republican or- 
ganization of the state that would de- 
stroy the county representation de- 
scribed by the Taft attorneys as a survi- 
val of the “rotten borough"’ methods of 
Engiand. 


Committeeman Igon declared he 
would fight euch a proposal to the end.

The Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, Tenth and Fourteenth were die- 
posed of rapidly, two delegates for 
Taft being seated in each. 

The Texas decision was followed by a 
scene of disorder outside the cemmittce 
room, where the wild cheering of sev- 
eral hundred Taft adherents . mingled 
with’ hooting and groans by the Roose- 
velt supporters, 

The seating of Texas Taft delegates 
brought @ protest from Heney, who de- 
clared the committee was ‘‘Mexicanizing 
America.”

Roosevelt, the women cf the diplomatic 
corps have unceremoniously been packed 
off to Europe. Not for many years h2s 
the summertime colony been so deplete‘.

The Marchesa Cusani and her daugh- 
ter, Donna Beatrice Cusani, were book- 
ed for one of the earliest of the spriag 
sailings for Italy, whither the Itailan 
Ambassador,°-the Marquis Cusani Gon- 
falonieri, is soon to follow them. 

The Ambassador of Russia and Mme, 
Bahmetieff are booked for a trip across 
the water, whére, if they journey about 
a bit, they may meet their colleagues 
in the Washington service—the Minister 
Ritter and Mme. 
Ritter and the~ Minister of Denmark 
and Countess Moitke, the Minister of 
Belgium and Mme. Havenith, the Min- 
ister of Spain and Mme. De Riano, the 
Minister of the. Netherlands and Mme.

Rich Furs Presented to Di- 
vorced Wife of Millionaire 
Are Turned Back to Mer- 
chant—tTells the Story of 
His Life. 


A sad man was the Baron Richard 
Weimann von Berner Breitan as he 
waited in his cell last night for the New 
Orleans detectives, who are to arrive 
here this morning and take him to their 
town to answer for certain involved 
financial transactions. 

Not only had his shirt been stripped 
from his back and his panama torn 
from his head, and given to the mer- 
chants from whom he had bought them, 
without paying for them, but the tender 
letters he had received from his dear 
Countess had been read by unsympa- 
thetic eyes. 

Not only had the affectionate letters 
in which she called him her adored 
Richard and sent him countless thou- 
gands of kisses been read by others, 
but also one in which she said all was 
over between them because she must 
marry a rich man, and, alas, she had 
discovered her adored Richard was not 
rich. 

With many sighs, the Baron told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he had 
cherished the hope of settling down to 
a modestly salaried job in St. Louis and 
marrying some St. Louis girl. But three 
subjects he refused to talk about were: 

1. The whereabouts of the Countess 
Lucienne de Clareus who, he says, is 
the authoress of the letters found in his 
trunk. 

® His friendship for Mrs. Julia Thomp- 
son, divorced wife of a millionaire Kan- 
sas City manufacturer. 

8 The authoress of a letter written 
from Paris, pleading with him to go to 
work, for his mother’s sake, and warn- 
ing him that his course was a down- 
ward one and would lead him into the 
depthg. 

Shrugs His Shoulders, 

With a shrug of his shoulders, he 
said he would not tell anything about 
his life’s history, but could not be 
induced to discuss these things even 
by torture, 

He dismissed the Countess Lucienne 
with a mere statement he had met 
her on his travels, that they had a 
love affair and that he supposes she 
is yachting somewhere in the Medi- 
terranean. 

As to Mrs. Thompson, he said only 
that he had met her at the home of 
a mutual friend, Harry Otis, in New 
Orleans, that when she started to her 
own home in Kansas City he accom- 
panied her as far as Mémphis, where 
he stopped while she continued her 
journey. He didn’t care to discuss 
his presents of $3000 worth of furs 
and jewelry to her which she re- 
turned to New Orleans dealers when 
she learned they hadn’t been paid for, 

Mrs. Thompson is the daughter of a 
Kansas City physician. Her sudden

He then went to New Orleans and 
applied to Harry Otis for a job as 
salesman in the Otis Lumber Co. Otis 
had no place open for him, but the 
Baron said he had plenty of money 
and could wait. He was entertained 
in the Otis home, went out to lunch 
with Mrs. Otis several times, and met 
Mrs. Thompgon, divorced wife of 
Harry Loose, son of Joseph Loose of 
the Loose-Wiles Crackér Co., Kansas 
City. His attentions to her became 
so marked that friends began to 
wonder how soon they would be able 
to call her “Baroness.” 


Became Auto Salesman. 


The Baron came to St. Louis about 
four months ago. He said that after 
coming here he had earned $112 com- 
missions for a real estate sale, had 
been hired: and discharged as auto 
salesman by the Marshall Bros, Liv 
ery Co. and ag land salesman for a 
real estate firm, Then he became ac- 
quainted with David P. Aloe, from 
whom he borrowed money and who 
introduced the Baron to his Riding 
Club and to acquaintances. As in 
New Orleans, the Baron showed Aloe 
alleged letters of introduction which 
appeared to show beyond doubt he 
was what he pretended to be. 


Recognized at Hotel. 


Aloe was so convinced of the man’s 
good standing that he offered to sign a 
bond for the Baron yesterday. But 
when he heard Chief of Detectives Al- 
lender denounce the man at police head- 
quarters, and that he had said in New 
Orleans that he owned a %000-ton yacht 
and seven automobiles, that he got $26,- 
000 a year from a German land-buying 
syndicate and had a $15,000 private an- 
nual income, and that he had said a 
draft for $50,000 addressed to him went 
down with the Titanic, Aloe tore up the 
bond and refused to have anything more 
to do with the prisoner. 

The man’s arrest here followed recog- 

nition of him at the Jefferson Hotel by 
@ brother of Harry Otis, who told the 
police Otis had cashed a worthless $250 
draft for him. Chief of Police Reynolds 
of New Orleans wired the police here 
to hold the prisoner, as officers were on 
the way to St. Louis te take him to New 
Orleans.

Raymond Thorne of Kansas City 
Is Defeated in Final Round by 
Country Club Star. 


SCORE IS 4 UP 3 TO GO 


Local Man Plays Superior Putting 
and Approaching Game to 
Youthful Rival.

KANSAS CITY, Mo... June 15.— 
Stuart G. Stickney of the St. Louis 
Country Club, a veteran of 16 sum- 
mers of golf among the best players 
the nation produces, left Kansas City 
tonight champion of Missouri, having 


defeated in the final on the Evanston 
links today, the local city champion, 
Raymond P. Thorne of the Kansas City 
Country Club. 

Stickney won the title fairly, de- 
feating the youthful Kansas City 
golfer, who has played but two 
years; by superior putting and ap- 
proaching and accurate all-round 
golf. Thorne excelled in driving and 
came close to halving the match on 
the last 19 holes. 

The score ended 4 up, and 3 to 
play. The morning 18-hole score 
was 3 up in favor of Stickney. 

The first 18 holes of the champion- 
ship match were played this morning 
and the last 15, all that was neces- 
sary to deg¢ide the title in the after- 
noon. : 


Winner Piays Careful Game. 
Stickney’s carefulness throughout the 


match won him the honors, while Thprne 
took hazardous chances seeking to over- 
come the St. Louls man’s early advan- 
tage by sensational shots. Nearly one 
hundred people followed the players 
around the course. 

Thorne started out badly in the morn- 
ing match, and at the sixteenth hole 
was five down, Stickney capturing hole 
after hole on scientific putting and ap- 
proaching after Thorne had beaten him 
at the initial drive. The Country Club 
player then showed a flash of form that 
annexed holes 17 and 18, and made him 
three down at the end of the morning 
match of 18 holes, still a‘ severe handi- 
cap to start the final round with. 

Thorne was a victim of several hard- 
luck incidents;in the beginning of the 
afternoon's playing. “On hole No. 2, aft- 
er approaching within putting distance 
from a difficult place, he knocked 
Stickney’s ball into the cup with his 
own, after the St. Louis man had laid 
him a stymie. . 

At the fourth hole he missed a put of 
a few inches. His playing both morn- 
ing and afternoon was marked by a 
free-and-easy air that bespoke careless- 
ness to the uninitiated and reckless 
confidence to the experts of the game 
that followed his every move closely. 

Both Make Good Drives. 

Stickney was four up at the eleventh 
hole, which he won after Thorne had 
missed a six-foot’ put by a fraction of 
an inch. Both pitched to the green on 
hole No. 12, Thorne a trifle closer than 
Stickney. Both men approached ex- 
cellently and the hole was halved when 
the St. Louis golfer made a hard six- 
foot put. Thorne and Stickney both 
drove 215 yards off No. 13 tee, the balls 
lighting within one foot of each other, 
an unusual occurrence on the Evan- 
ston links: Thorne, after approaching 
well, captured this hole by a sensationa 
six-foot put. , 

Thorne lost hole 14 when he drove his 
ball out of bounds into the hedge to 
the right of the course. His second 
drive from the tee was good for 265 
yards, one of the longest of the tour- 
nament. Stickney drove 250 yards, but 
took the hole because of the local play- 
er’s lost shot. Stickney was now 6 up 
and four to play, and he won his title 
as State champion when Thorne halved 
the hole with him by driving well and 
approaching within three inches of the 
cup.

MUFFLER CUT-OUT 
HAS ITS GOOD POINTS 


The muffler cut out should not be 
ebolished, is the opinion of D. H. Hasel- 
ton ofthe Regal Motor Car Co., but he 
thinks it could well be suppressed in-cit- 
ies, His argument for the open exhaust 
is this: | 

‘‘When a motor is running properly. 
the explosions from the. cylinders are 
uniform, and havea distinct, healthy 
tone, but if one cylinder should leak 
compression or have a defective spark 
plug, the sound from the exhaust will 
readily indicate the construction. While 
it will not indicate the particular cyl- 
inder, it will tell the driver that his mo- 
tor is not. running properly, and de- 
mands inspéction. We have encouraged 
our testers to make frequent use of the 
cut-out while trying out a car, and we 
find that this plan makes sure that the 
explosions of each motor are regular, 
This is a small detail in the work of 
testing, but it demonstrates that our 
ears are right before they leave the fac- 
tory. 

“Yrom the tone of the exhaust one 
can tell whether he is obtaining the 
proper mixture in the cylinders. A 
large, heavy exhaust indicates too rich 
a mixtures. If not too rich a mixture, 
it will indicate that the spark is too far 
retarded or the valves improperly 
timed.”

ANTIDOTES FOR AUTO ILLS 


To make paint stay on brass parts 
which become heated because of their 
proximity to the engine, the brass 
should first be given a priming coat ef 
shellac. This acts as a foundation for 
the paint and is proof against peeling. 
Every car owner should study lubrica- 
tion and determine how, much oil his 
car requires for every mile it is run; 
then to see to it that neither too much 
nor too little lubricant is used. 

If a nut sticks, try a litle kerosene 
on it and let it soak in before employing 
wrench and muscle. 

Weather-beaten lamps often acquire 
a@ coat of verdigris which will resist 
the efforts of polish or paste to remove 
it. Here’s a mixture that will do the 
work: Equal portions of a good metal 
polish and wood alcohol. Apply with a 
brush and allow to dry. When dry, rub 
with a clean cloth and the verdigris 
will come off, leaving a clean, smooth 
surface. Then polish parts in the cus- 
tomary way.

Paris Scientists Find Many Have 
Pyramidal Face, Broad Jaw, 


Flat Nose. 


PARIS, June 15.—Two scientists of 
Paris, Doctors A. Marie. and lL. Mac- 
Auliffe, have made a study of 20 pho- 
tographs of murderers and find the rec- 
tangular face predominates. 
A rather large number of murderers 
have a combination of the muscular 
and digestive types—a pyramidal face 
with broad jaws, flat nose, low and 
narrow forehead. It is held. quite nat- 
lural that. “gross appetites served by 
great muscles” might induce a murder 
ous act. This curious combination is 
said to explain the frequengy among 
murderers of large jaws, described 
many times by anthropologists and 
wrongly attributed to the existence of 
@ theoretic crude type more or less 
closely related to the anthropoid ape.

BOUT 18 years ago a 

} little St. Louis girl less 

than three years old 

was taken by her parents 

to her first opera, “Il 

Trovatore.” As the 

melodious drama was 

unfolded, the child toa- 

‘dled into the aisle, and 

waving her arms anda 

stalking to and fro, im- 

itated “the gestures and 

tread of the actors. 

Amused spectators gave 

almost ag much attention to the tiny mimic as 
they did to the performance. 

When she was 15 years old the girl was an 
accomplished elocutionist and sang mezzo-soprano 
with the mature timbre of a woman’s voice. Her 
parents took her to Louise Homer, the famous 
contralto, who was in St. Louis. After hearing 
her sing and recite, Homer declared she had 
more promise for grand opera than any girl of 
her age in America, and gave her this sage 
counsel: ' 

“Don't sing for two years. Don’t attempt heavy 
recitationg Mke Shakspeare’s plays. Get plenty 
of exercise.” 

The advice was faithfully followed. -During 
the two years of silence and growth, the girl 
became a skilled swimmér and horsewoman. So 
it happened that, when her parents took her to 
Italy at the age of 17 to study music, she pos- 
sessed the athletic health which the strenuous 
duties of the operatic stage demand. 

Today, at the age of 20 years, thig St. Louis 
girl has signed a contract of three years as a 
prima donna of the Metropolitan Opera Co. in 
New York, after a-triumpha] debut at Genoa as 
Lola in “Cavalleria Rusticana,” and after de- 
clining engagements proffered by the Royal 
Opera House at Madrid, Covent Garden in Lon- 
Gon and the Wagnerian management at Bayreuth. 

The young woman to whom these coveted dis- 
tinctions have come at so early an age that 
Gatti Casazza, director of the Metropolitan 
forces, calls her “the baby of the company,” is 
Miss Stella Mette, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph P. Mette of 4335 South Compton avenue, 
St. Louis. She is the youngest prima donna ever 
engaged by the Metropolitan company. 

From her childhood Miss Mette was acquainted 
with the best music, for her mother, formerly 
a choir singer and a vocal student abroad, had 
@ complete library of classical scores. ‘But the 
girl did not take a vocal lesson in America, and 
received her first instruction in Italy when she 
wag 17 years old. But so natural were her talents 
that within three years from her first lesson 
she had sung leading roles for 23 nights at the 
Teatro Politeano in Genoa and become.a prima 
donna of the greatest company in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Her voice is mezzo-soprano, but has a con- 
tralto’s richness in the low tones. Her in- 
stinctive bent for mimicry and her training in 
elocution supply the histrionic requerements of 
her art. Besides English, she speaks German, 
French, Italian and Spanish. So excellent is 
her Italian accent that when she was introduced 
to Caruso, the great tenor, he did noi suspect 
she was an American, but asked gravely whether 
she was Roman or Tuscan. ; :

Tito Ricordi, the music publisher so famous 
that he is virtually the czar of the opera worid, 
gave the St. Louis girl an “audition” in Genoa, 
and was so pleased with her voice that he offered 
to obtain an engagement for her this year at La 
Scala, in Milan—a theater which many consider 
the operatic center of the world. She preferred 
to begin her professional career in her own 
country. 

Her declination of a proffered engagement of 
three yearg at the Royal Opera House in Madrid, 
of which King Alfonso is patron, was for days 
the sensation of musica] Milan. One woman 
singer declared that she would have paid $1000 
for the contract and sung for nothing, had it 
been offered to her. Miss Mette refused on the 
advice of her teachers, who told her she was too 
youthful as yet to risk fatiguing her voice with 
the difficult Wagnerian roles in the repertory of 
the Spanish company. 

Gatti Casazza has said that he will select her 
roles carefully for the next two years so that 
burdens too heavy for her youth may not be laid 
upon her voice. She will make her American 
debut in November, probably in the role of Car- 
men. She will sing under the name of Stella 
de Mette.

The young captain's heart, as his ship 
left port, was filled with anticipations and happy 
thoughts, for during the brief pause of his vessel 
at Raymond, Ore., he had wooed and won, with 
a sailor’s tempestuous ardor, Miss Ann de Lateur, 
a charming belle whose parents are among the 
prominent residents of Pendleton, Ore. 

In appearance Miss de Lateur, now Mrs. An- 
dresen, is just the opposite of her fair-haired 
young husband, for she is petite in figure and au- 
burn in coloring.

In the sinking of a mine shaft at the Doncaster 
colliery, in England, work was about to be aban- 
doned because of the great amount of water which 
flowed into the hole, interfering with the progress 
of the work. The German process of freezing was 
then resorted to. Holes were bored around the 
shaft to a depth of 400 feet. These holes were 
then lined with steel tubes, and an inner tube was 
inserted, down which brine was pumped from 
the freezing plant, converting all the water, sand 
and bad ground into a frozen mass.

OW that two months have passed since the Titanic foundered, how does this dis- 
aster, viewed from the calm perspective of elapsed time, sum up in comparison 
with»other great catastrophes of recent occurrence? With the purpose of throw- 

ng light uyon the question, a synopsis of twelve famous calamities which occurred in 
the last thirty’ years is given herewith. This list excludes such events as the Boer War, 
the battle of the Sea of Japan and the battle of Manila Bay, internationally important 
as they were, jand is confined to what are known in law as ‘‘acts of God.’’ 

It has beem asserted that the loss of the Titanic was ‘‘the greatest disaster in the 


last quarter-century.’ If so, why? 


The tolliof death in the Messina earthquake was one hundred times that of 


the Titanic.

When we 

are told that in a great 

city there is a death every 

minute, we are left un- 

moved. The reading in 

history that Caesar’s tri- 

umphs in Gaul cost 1,- 

000,000 lives, that mil- 

lions of men were killed 

in .Napoleon’s campaigne and that Tamerlane 

butchered myriads of ‘human beings causes us 
to shudder but feebly. 

It seems that death+must be accomprnied by 
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Pruption of Krakatoa. 
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other circumstances: to obtain that lasting dis- 
tinction which makes disasters as well as bat- 
tles memorable. Fate must dramatrze her strokes 
artistically, lest they be. forgotten. 

There were many dramatic elements in the 
loss of the Titanic wnich give It an importance 
far above the bare loss of life and property; in 
fact, it has been said that had a ‘skilled plav- 
wright applied himself to stage the vessel’s de- 
struction he could not have improved: upon this 
theatrical masterpiece of accident. 

Most of the factors are too wellgkpown to re- 
quire more than recapitulation. The Titanic. 
biggest, newest, costliest and most sumptuous 
vessel afloat, was the culminating effort cf man’s 
genius.after centuries of nautical invention—but 
was wrecked by a piece of ice! She was proudly 
pronounced unsinkable, and to rebuke the arro- 
gance of the boast she foundered in two hours. 
For all her haughty title of “Queen of the Sea,” 
she had an incomplete equipment of boats and 
life preservers. On her bridal trip she was slain 
by her bridegroom, the Atlantic. 

Wireless telegraphy, still the romance of elec- 
tricity, was part of the machinery of the ocean 
tragedy. An unforgettable incident was that of 
the ship’s band playing ‘Nearer, My God. to 
Thee” as the vessel went down. A true instance 
of the horrible was the united shriek raised to the 
starlit heavens by a thousand wretches freezing in 
the black waters. The separation of husbands 
and wives, of children and parents, struck a 
universal chord of pity. The Titanic sank in no 
mean depth, but in two miles-of water, where she 
lies, forever irrecoverable and inaccessible to 
man. 

Then, with the dawn, was the thrill of the com- 
ing up of the rescue ship Carpathia. Two weeks 
later the Mackay-Bennett returned to Halifax 


with the tale of her grewsome find of 100 bodies * 


in a “pack,” floating erect in life-preservers, with 
frozen arms outstretched toward the iceberg 
which had sent them to doom. 

The utter unexpectedness of the catastrophe 
was a prominent element of its lasting interest. 
The occurrence of a battle can usually be pre- 
dicted and loss of life is certain to occur, so that 
the shock is discounted by foreknowlec¢e. Vic-

warnings, because there are well-defined seismic 
and volcanic zones. 

But in the case of the Titanic iate came “with 
one stride.” Death was incomparably farther 
from the thoughts of the hapless passengers than 
it was from those who made “a sound of revelry 
by night” on the eve of Waterloo. The sudden- 
ness of the disaster was the more overwhelming 
because the world had made up its mind there 
would be no more big shipwrecks. Not one had 
occurred in many years. And it is probable the 
loss of the Titanic wil] be the Yast great catas- 
trophe on the Atlantic, owing to the impressive 
lesson it has taught. 

Minor factors in raising the event from the 
commonplace were the long days of protracted 
suspense before the true story of the Titanic was 
known, the international investigations to which 
it gave rise, and their effect in maritime reforma- 
tion; and even the blunders which attended the 
disaster, such as the sending away of iifeboats 
half filled, the fatal delay of the ship’s officers 
in taking measures for the rescue of their pas- 
sengers, the failure of the Californian to heed the 
Titanic’s rockets and the neglect of the Carpathia 
to male sure tia all in the water were deau 
and to recover the bodies found a week later by 
the Mackay-Bennett. 

Put analysis seems to show that®not to these 
circumstances alone is due tne pre-eminence of 
the Titunic’s destruction arheng recent calamities.

The big factors, it appears, were the world-wide 
prominence and the wealth of many of the vic- 
tims and their behavior in the crisis which ab- 
ruptly confronted them. 

No recent catastropne can boast a list of vic- 
tims as distinguished as that of the. Titanic dis- 
aster. It suffices merely to name some of them: 
Col. John Jacob Astor, Charles M. Hays, William 
T. Stead, Benjamin Guggenheim, Mr. and Mrs. 
isidor Straus, Maj. Archibald Butt, F. D. Millet, 
Jacques FutreHe. George D. Widener, John B. 
Thayer, Henry B. Harris, They were foremost 
men in finance, industry, journalism, art. 

How heroically those who were lost acquitted 
themselves may be best illustruted by a few inci- 
dents. Col. Archibald Gracie of Washington, in a 
recent article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch Maga- 
zine, related thet, for the sake of self-preserva- 
tion, the crew of the cranky raft to which he 
clung after going down with the Titanic was com- 
pelled to repulse swimmers who wished to climb 
aboard.

Galveston Hurricane Killed 10,000, 
T 6 a m. on Sept. 8, 1900, Dr. I. M. Cline, 
A Weather Forecaster at Galveston, Tex., 
sent the following telegram to the cen- 
tral office at Washington: 

“Unusually heavy swells from the _ southeast, 
overflowing low places in south portion of city 
three to four blocks from beach. Such high wa- 
ter, with opposing winds, never observed pre- 
viously.” 

This was the day of the Galveston hurricane. 
which cost 10,000 lives and $20,000,000 of property. 

During the morning the wind shifted incon- 
stantly from north to south and attained a storm 
velocity at 1 p. m. The violence of the gale in- 
creased steadily until about 8 p. m., when it at- 
tained a velocity of 120 miles an hour. All the 
instruments on the roof of the Weather Bureau 
were blown away. 

Timbers were blown through the streets like 
paper, killing many persons. Driven by the wind, 
the waters of the Gulf invaded the city, increas- 
ing at times by sudden jumps of 4 feet in height. 
Thousands of residents sought shelter in the cen- 
ter of Galveston, its highest point. The flood rose 
to an altitude of 20 feet. Houses broke from 
their foundations and drifted out to sea. Many 
who escaped from thelr wrecked homes and took 
refuge on floating doors and boards were killed 
by flying timbers. 

After a night of horror the dawn of the Sab-

oath arose upon a dreadful spectacle. Three 
thousand homes, half the residence district of 
Galveston, had been swept out of existence. Where 
20,000 persons resided on the preceding morning 
not a house remained. Not a house in Galveston 
escaped injury, and in some blocks the loss of 
life was 100'per cent. The railroad bridges con- 
necting Galveston Island with the mainland were 
wrecked and outside communication was cut off 
by the destruction of telegraph wires.

San Francisco Loss $200,000,000. 
N the morning of April 18, 1906, the city 
O of San Francisco was shaken by several 
tremors of the earth. The shocks were 
not especially severe, and were surpassed in vio- 
lence by the quakes in other parts of the State. 
But in the falling of a number of houses in 
different parts of the city fires broke out. The 


‘Fire Department was full of confidence in its 


ability to handle the situation. But it proved 
that the shocks had damaged the water mains so 
that little water was available. While hcse lines 
more than a mile in length were stretched 
from the ocean, the fire grew into a conflagra- 
tion. The only means of coping with it proved 
to be dynamiting large sections of the city, in- 
cluding a mile of costly residences on exclusive 
Knob Hill. 

When at last the fire was subdued it was found 
that $200,000,000 of property’ had been destroyed 
and that 452 lives had been lost. The catastro- 
phe, although indirectly due to the earthquake,

Messina Quake Cost 164,850 Lives. 
N earthquake shock followed by a tidal 
A wave 30 feet high, and accompanied by 
thunders from Mount Etna, devastated 
Sicily and Southern Italy on Dec. 28, 1908. The 
loss of life, according to official estimates, was 
164.850. This was the most enormous toll of 
death taken by an earthquake in Europe in his- 
torical times, even the famous earthquake at Lis- 
bon costing only 50,000 lives. But the number of

dead has been surpassed by earthquakes in China 
and Japan. ) 

In Messina, the second city of Sicily, 50,000 were 
killed out of a population of 130,000. tneggio, in 
Calabria, lost 40,000 out of 50,000 inhabitants. The 
famous rock of the whirlpvol of Charybdis was 
shifted to the entrance of the Strait of Messina, 
and the channel of the strait was so changed 
that it had to be recharted. 

Following the seismic shock the sea rushed 
upon the land with a roar like heavy artillery. 
Ships were left high and dry two miles from the 
coast. The tanks of a gas plant in Messina ex- 
ploded and fire destroyed what the quake and 
the sea had spared. Many of the villages along 
the northern coast of Sicily were left without an 
inhabitant. 


Water Wall at Johnstown. 


HE famous flood at Johnstown, Pa., which 
i occurred on the afternoon of .wuay 31, 


1889, cost 2142 lives and damaged proper- 
ty to the extent of $9,500,000. 

The floou followed a series of heavy rairs which 
caused the collapse of a dam across the soutn 
branch of the Conemaugh River. The break re- 
leased the waters of Conemaugh Lake, which 
was 2% miles long, 1% miles wide, and in places 
160 feet deep. 

The dam dissolved like a phantom, and 640,000, 
000 cubic feet of water, in a wall tree-top high, 
rushed down the valley, accomplishing the 18 
miles between the dam and Johnston in seven 
minutes. Locomotives were rolled from their 
tracks like pebbles. A railroad bridge south of 
the town formed a barrier against the rush of the 
‘lood and caused the water to spread further up 
the sides of the valley, trapping many of those 
who had attempted to flee. 

Johnstown and the surrounding villages, ~uch 
is South Fork, Mineral Point, Conemaugh and 
Woodvale, were engulfed and their inhabitants 
drowned by hundreds. A railway train which 
was crossing the bridge was hurled down. Eleven 
years later workmen, while excavaiing for a 
building, came upon the engine, buried four. feet 
under the streets of Johnstown. After the flood 
had passed fire broke out, and many who had es- 
aped death by water succumbed to the flames.

Child Victims of Slocum Disaster. 
EARLY 1000 persons, mostly children, were 
N killed by drowning and fire in the catas- 
trophe which overtook the steamer Gen. 
Slocum {n Hell Gate, Long Island Sound, on June 
16, 1904. 

On that day the Sunday School, of St. Mark’s 
yermah Lutheran Church, in East Sixth street, 
New York, held its annual outing, and nearly 
2000 persons were aboard the Gen. Slocum when 
the boat left its wharf. 

The boat moved up the river to the strains ot 
a band and to the shouts of happy children. Sud- 
denly there was a cry of fire, and smoke and 
flames broke from the kitchen. 

In the panic many jumped overboard at once 
and were drowned.- The pilot, sticking to his 
wheel, decided that the best,chance of safety was 
to beach the ‘boat upon the lower end of North 
Brother’s Island, off Port Morris. 

The ship fled up the river a craft of flame. 
Those on shore saw the blaze drive hundreds of 
persons back and back upon the decks until the 
pressure of those nearest the flames pushed the 
rear ranks overboard. ; 

Tugs, launches and rowboats set out from tho 
shore to the rescue, but were in many cases too 
late. Numbers of the victims had donned life- 
preservers, which, instead of supporting them, 
dragged them down almost like lead. It was 
proved at an official investigation that the pre- 
servers were many years old and had been filled 
with crumbs of cork and other materials which 
would not float. 

The boat reached the island with half her pas- 
sengers alive, but many of them were burned so 
that they died afterward. The Gen. Slocum 
burned to the water's edge.

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14 Square Miles Wasted in St. Louis. 


HE St. Louis cyclone, on May 27, 1896. 
7 killed 237 persons in St. Louis and East 
St. Louis, destroyed $13,000,000 worth of 
property and laid waste 14 square miles in the 
southern district of St. Louis. 

For nearly two weeks the newspapers had tolc 
tales of death and ruin from cyclones in neigh- 
boring states. On the morning of the fatal 
Wednesday black clouds began mustering in the 
western sky. In the afternoon there were flashes 
of lightning and thunder. At 3 p. m. the heavens 
took on a green tint. The air became hot and 
suffocating. Shortly before 5 p. m. the storm 
broke. Blinding lightnings Mashed from horizon 
tu horizon. Soon rain came, not in drops, but in 
sheets and cataracts. Mighty blasts of wind 
roared over the city. Following this vanguard 
came. the cyclone, entering the city on the west 
just south of the city sanitarfum and rushing in 
1: minutes to the Mississippi river. The storm 
center was Lafayette Park, which was devastated.

50,000 Slain in Krakatoa Eruption. 
RIOR to the convuisions oi Mount Pelee, on 
P Martinique, the most destructive volcanic 
times was that of 
Krakatoa. in the Strait of Sunda, between Java 
and Sumatra. in 1883. The explosions which 
burst from the crater were heard throughout a 
zone covering one-thirteenth of the world’s sur- 
face. It was estimated that 50,000 lives were lost. 

It was calculated that ash and fragments from 
the cone were shot 50,000 feet into the air, and 
that the finer particles of pumice were a year in 
reaching the earth again. These ash layers, drift- 
ing with the winds, made the sunsets of that year 
particularly brilliant. 

Vessels sailing in the indian Ocean encountered 
floating pumice that navi- 
gation was impeded. Gradually the stone became 
waterlogged and sank. A large part of the In- 
dian Ocean was covered to a depth of sevéral 
inches with lava dust and mud, and in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Krakatoa the sea was so thick 
with failen lava dust that ships pushed through 
it as if plodding through an ice field.

Auto Paul Revere in Austin Flood. 
FT great concrete dam of the Bayless Pulp 


and Paper Co. broke in two on Sept. 30, 

1911, and 500,000,000 gallons of water, 
driving acres of hewn lumber before it like a 
gigantic battering ram, down upon the 
towns of Austin, Costeilo and Wharton, in Penn- 
sylvania. The killed numbered 800, many of 
them children. The property loss was $6,000,000. 
A modern Paul Revere in an automobile raced 
against the flood to Costello and by his warning 
enabled many persons to find safety in the hills. 
The survivors described the shock of the ap- 
proaching waters as resembling that of an earth- 
quake. As the flood rolled through Austin ‘it 
swept houses and trees away like corks. When 
half way through the town it was not recogniza- 
ble as water, but seemed a great torrent of toss- 
ing houses, trees, telegraph poles and wreckage. 
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Lovers’ Leap of Triangle Fire. 
HE largest number of persons ever killed 
T in a fire in a New York bui:ding perished 
on March 25, 1911, in the 10-story factory 
building at Washington place and Green street. 
The number of the dead was 148, one-third of 
whom were killed by jumping from the eiguath, 
ninth and tenth stories to the sidewalk beneath. 

The fire begun at 4:35 p. m. on the eighth floor? 
the lowest of three floors occupied by the Tri- 
angle Waist Co. It was iearned afterward that 
the door leading to the only fire escape was 
locked. 

Many of the dead were girls. They could be 
seen crawling out on the window ledges of the 
upper stories as the fiames pursued them. and 
then leaping to the street. The sidewaia ‘vas lit- 
tered with 30 bodies when the first firemen ar- 
rived. 

Two lovers immortalized their affection when, 
at the height of the fire, they kissea each other 
farewell in the view of thousands of spectators, 
and then jumped to death from the eighth-story 
window where they kept their last tryst. 

The man paused long enough to see the wom-

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Collinwood School Holocaust. 
CATASTROPHE which led to a country- 
A wide reform was the burning of the pub- 
lic schoo] in North Collinwood, a suburb 
o? Cleveland, on March 3, 1908. One hundred and 
seventy children between the ages of 6 and 15 
were burned or trampled to death, 

The building -was a prick structure of two 
stories, with an attic in which the youngest pupils 
were housed. When the janitor rang the fire 
gong the children were marshaled in their fire 
drill. Unfortunately, the drill had always led 
them through the front door and had never in- 
cluded the single fire escape of the building. 
When the column of children approached the 
door it was seen that the fire was between them 
and the exit. 

In an instant there was a frightful panic. Those 
in front, recoiling from the flames and attempting 
to make their way back, were pushed into ihe 
fire by those in the rear. Then there wis a 
rush to a door at the west end of the building. 
It proved to be locked, and the children were piled 
up in a great heap against it. Nearly one-half of 


the pupils lost their lives.

N the fire at the Iroquois Tieater, in Chicago, 
| on Dec. 30, 1906, 600 persons were burned or 
trampled to death and 200 were injured. «©.

An 
electric wire broke, was grounded and set fire 
to the scenery, which blazed like tar. An attempt 
was made to lower an asbestos curtain, but it stuck 
half way down.

A MONUMENT TO 
MOUILLARD 


EAR Cairo, Egypt, a monument 
N has just been unveiled to the 
memory of Louts Pierre Mou- 
illard, in recognition of his discov- 
eries in the domain of aviation. Mou- 
illard, who died in poverty at Cairo 
in 1897, was first to apply the prinet- 
ples of bird flight to man-made ma- 
chines. The Wright brothers later 
minade practical use of Mouillard’s dis- 
coveries. 

Mouillard studied the flight of birds 
from his boyhood days. In 1849, 
when about 15, he succeeded in ac- 
quiring an eagle, which he kept fn 
secret in a garret of his father’s dye 
works at Lyon. He constructed with 
the ald of his young sister an aero- 
plane of bed ticking and corset whale- 
bone, which he wished to test from 
the top of the church belfry, but, for- 
tunately for him, the beedle inter- 
fered just In time. While a student 
in the Lyon School of Fine Arts he 
measured thousands of wings, and 
later when studying at Paris under 
Ingres, every stormy day he mounted 
the towers of Notre Dame to note the 
rows Sih RPA with the wind.
